Upon reviewing the file in preparation for paying the issue fee, the applicar l:'s J^^^ 
representative noticed that the Examiner Interview Summaries did not indicate thai it was not : ; : 
necessary for applicant to provide a separate record of the substance of the interviesv. Therefore^ ■ : 
for interest of completeness, applicant submits the following. 

At the interview of November 8, 2001, applicant demonstrated a plastic mo<!iel of a 
representative mechanism, discussed claims 45, 69-72, and 75, the Kitaguchi and Lind 
references, and amending the claims to recite a universal joint. . At the interview oi January 15, 
2003, claims 45, 72, 75 and 89, and the Lind, Meylaers, Kitaguchi, and Ahnen refixences were 
discussed. The applicant explained that the Meylaers reference does not show double-ended 
members. Applicant also argued that the Meylaers mechanism would not work v/ith the joint of 
the Lind reference or the Almen reference, and that the Kitaguchi reference teaches away from 
the claimed two-pin universal joint configurations. The Examiner indicated that tl.e final office 
action would be withdrawn. At the interview of March 5, 2003, the relevancy of tlie Dhenain 
reference to all the claims was discussed. In particularly, the applicant argued that Ihe Dhenain 
reference does not account for figure 8 motion, and that the Kitaguchi reference tenches away 
from combining the Lind reference with the Dhenain reference. The possibility of adding figure 
8 mution to the claims was also discussed.
